Sis« yisci, N. Y., May 8.—Uarlyle 


I hirris, the young meiHwil 
student 


whose trial and conviction in New York 
city for poisoning Helen Potts, to whom 
he had been secretly married, was elec- 
trocuted in the prison here today. 


His mother mid brother hud taken 


final leave ol him, but occupied a room 
in a neighboring hotel, from the window 
or which the black ilag could ho Been 
when hoisted, as a signal Unit, Iris spirit 
had taken flight. 


Tlie death warrant was read at 8.30. 


The reading had no visible effect on the 
condemned man. Half nil hour later 
the prison chaplain spent an hour with 
!iim, 


At 10.15 o'clock the witnesses were 


conducted to the execution chamber 
and tho death Hag placed in a position 
to hoist. 


He was shaved and had inn hair cut 


:it 10.3!) o'clock and put 011 H new suit of 
clothes. A test of the apparatus had 
already been made by the electrician, 
showing a voltage of 1700, and every- 
thing satisfactory. Harris was placed 
in tin; chair and the execution took 
place at 10.40 o'clock. 


Dr. C. M. Daniels of llnffulu, who 


had charge of tho arrangements in the 
death chamber and of the autopsy, said 
the electrocution was the most success- 
ful of the seven which he had wit- 
nessed. "Harris died without pain," 
niiiil the doctor, "nnd 1 ilo not KRU how 
his execution could have been bettered 
from a human standpoint." 


The autopsy on the hotly of Harris 


was completed at 2 o'clock. Tlie result 
shows that the l>ody was well nourished 
and healthy. There were signs of slight 
burning on the inside of the calf of the 
right leg, but none on the temple. 


At Ii o'clock an undertaker drove up 


to the prison. He procured the prison 
iihyHk-ian'Bcertiliciite uf tlie can™ i.f 
Harris' death, nnd then drove into 
the prison grounds. In the wiigon wan 
:i highly polished oak casket, which was 
carried "into tins death chamber where 
the body of Harris, dressed in a dark 
suit of prison made goods, reposed upon 
a table. The body was placed in the 
casket. Tho undertaker refused to dis- 
ulusu the plans for the dipositioii of (he- 
body. 


Tiie silver plate upon the cover of tho 


casket 
contained 
this 
inscription: 


"UiirlyluW. ITiirrifl, murdered May S, 
ISM, aged y;j years, 7 months, 15 days. 


Mrs. HarriK was Keen at a hotel this 


afternoon and said: "My son's lust 
^tak'inent was to have been given to me 
as soon as he was dead, and I have not 
received it yet. 1 do not think 1 shall 
ever see it, at least not as my boy wrote 
it. It was my boy's hisl. wisb that it be 
Hi wit out toda'y, but I am powerless to 
carry it out." 


Warden Durston was asked for Curlvlo 


Harris" statement which it was under- 
ulnoil hud IHHMI prepared for the prpnu. 
Durt-ton promised to turn tliiu state- 
ment over to Mrs Harris, hut thin after- 
neon said he thought it best to submit it 
to the superintendent of the prison first, 
and he itniled it to that oflicial this 
evening.

How often do we hear people who 


know nothing about the matter remark 
that. it docs no good for the ladies, with 
their gentle kindness, to come to the 
ail for the purpose of improving the 
noral character of the poor unfortu- 
nates who are incarcerated behind the 
bars. 


There was a strange scene in the 


county jail of Fresno yesterday, which 
Will go far to disprove any such belief 
or assertion. There were many ladies 
in the jail during the regular Sunday 
afternoon service, BO kindly allowed by 
Sheriff Scott and his jailer, Mr. Con- 
nolly. 


During the service, while nine out of 


ten of tin- prisoners were attentively 
listening to the sweet sing and prayer.-*, 
and many of them devoutly kneeling 
during the prayer, one unruly member 
got up, knocked a box or two over with 
as much noise as possible, and with an 
oath and a heavv tread walked to the 
back of the jail. "Strange to say there 
was not a sound from the other prison- 
ers, and everything remained quiet un- 
til after the visitors bad left the jail, at 
which time Mr, Connelly with his 
usual gallantry escorted them to the 
door. 


He had no sooner gotten out of the 


wav than the offender was arrested by 
the sheriff of the 
kangaroo 
court, 


brought before the judge and in short 
order tried and convicted of the crime of 
disturbing the peace ami using profane 
language during a religious meeting in 
tho jail. He was sentenced by tho 
judge to twenty lashes, which sentence 
wiii immediately executed in order to 
get through with it during the absence. 
of Mr. Connelly. The luslis'rt were given 
with a will, and he veiled at every lick. 
He richlv deserved what he got and 
there wil'l be no more trouble of that 
kind hereafter. 
This is tho (irat time that the kangaroo 


court has been allowed to punish any 
prisoners during this administration, as 
Mr. Connelly is verv strict regarding 
that matter, but advantage was taken of 
the jailers' absence and the prisoner was 
at least saved a period in the dark cull. 
The jailer thought that lie, had been 
punished enough— when he found it out. 


It is safe to sav that such a thing has 


never occurred in a jail before, and cer- 
tainly goes to prove- conclusively that the 
ladies who are fngapwl in this g"od 
and levins? work will receive their re- 
ward. 
What these dear ladies in their 


loving kindness are doing cannot be en- 
tirely in vain. Some good must come 
from such unselfish work among un- 
fortunate prisoners, many of whom 
have never been taught that there is a 
Hod.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—The President's

followers. 


Politicians say the order will have the 


effect of making a close corporation of 
the patronage system, and the Presi- 
dent will be debarred from hearing the 
voice of the people on the fitness of can- 
didates. 


In opposition to these opinions, it is 


urged that the President lias borne 
with patience personal solicitations of 
people for two mouths, and that as a 
matter of fact the personal presence of 
applicants is seldom neccssrry. 


It is argued that a denial of personal 


interviews does not cut off the right of 
citizens to make indorsements or put 
forward candidates. The Post says he 
has now had more important business 
which demanded his attention than he 
had during the entire four years of his 
previous administration. To these mat- 
ters he bad no time to devote himself on 
account of the crowds of men continu- 
ally demanding his lime to importune 
him for positions. The time for human 
endurance had como to an end, and 
something hud to be done.

The history of 
ita discovery is interesting. 


In 1870 Dr. Constantino Fahlberg, n 


Russian by birth, but who had been ed- 
ucated in Germany, bceamo connected 
With tho Jolum Hopkins nmvrrsily in 
Baltimore. There he conducted u si-ries 
of experiments on the tolucuo snljihii- 
crides, in order to investigate- their oxi- 
dation products. 


Tlio outgrowth of this invwtigation 


was tho discovery of saccharine. !'•}' 
oxidizing pnro orthotoltione sulphaaiido 
it was found that it would yield a re- 
markably £\-cct compound. Tlie amount 
obtained, however, wn»1oo small to bu 
of any practical value-far manufactur- 
ing purposes. Tbo problem thenceforth 
was to find other reactions which would 
give u hotter yield of tho mveet body. A 
long and exhaustive scries of laboratory 
experiments extending through several 
years wero necessary for tho satisfac- 
tory development of tho chemical proc- 
ess of production. 


AH might bo expected, n discovery of 


such practical utility had to run the 
gantlet of much hostile criticism. It 
formed a fruitful subject for discussion 
in various scientific societies and jour- 
nals. Attempts wero made to show that 
it was not only deleterious, but danger- 
ous. It is only firir to say, however, that 
these arguments seem to havo been suc- 
cessfully controverted. An overwhelm- 
ing mass of espert te?ti::jc:iy is recorded 
in favor of sacchr.riue. Eminent profess- 
ors, H!:o Kir II. E. Rodwu in London, 
Leydca iu IJerliii, Paul in Paris, Von 
Barth in Vienna, and a host of others, 
after thorough tests, have certified that 
the effects of saccharine upon tho phys- 
ical r.iid psychical functions of the brute 
and hriniaa systems are entirely hr.rm- 
less.
